Tension is most important! 

HOW TO CHECK YOUR TENSION — Before you commence knitting, check 
your tension carefully — on this depends the success of the finished article. 
Take the wool and needles specified in the instructions, cast on 20 stitches, 
work 20 rows in plain smooth fabric. Lightly press work. Check the tension 
by placing an inch tape across the stitches, count the exact number of stitches 
to- one inch and compare with the tension given in the instructions. All 
tensions are measured over plain smooth fabric, lightly pressed. If your 
tension is too loose, ^try a size finer needle. If your tension is too tight, try 
a size coarser needle. If there is more than one size of needle recommended 
in the recipe and you alter the needles to obtain the correct tension in plain 
smooth fabric, corresponding alterations must be made to the needles 
throughout the. instructions.

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows: 

1st row. — Knit. 2nd row. — Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows six times. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric, inc. once at each 
end of needle in next row and every following 16th 
row five times. (132 CB — 144] [C — 156] sts.) 
Continue without shaping until work measures 16 ins. 
from commencement, ending with a purl row. 

Shape armholes by casting off 5 [B — 6] [C — 7] sts. 
at beg. of next 2 rows. ** 



Divide for neck as follows: 

Next row.— K.2 tog., K.57 [B— K.62] [C— K.67], 
K.2 tog., turn. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric, dec. once at armhole 
edge in every alt. row thirty-three times, whilst at 
same time dec. once at neck edge in every following 
4th ’•ow sixteen times. (10 [B — 15] [C — 20] sts.)

Dec. once at each end of needle in next and every alt. 
row until 54 [B — 64] [C — 74] sts. remain, then in 
every row until 34 [B— 36] [C— 38] sts. remain. 
Cast off. 

THE SLEEVES — Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 
66 [B — 70] [C — 74] stitches. 

1st row. — K.2, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st row twenty-five times. 

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows: 

1st row. — Knit. 2nd row. — Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows three times. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric, inc. once at each 
end of needle in next and every following 8th 
[B — 8th] [C — 6th] row until there are 96 [B — 102] 
[C — 90] sts. on needle, then [Size C only. — in every 
following 8th row until there are 108 sts. on needle.] 

All Sizes — Continue without shaping until side edge 
measures 17 ins. (or length desired) from commence- 
ment, ending with a purl row. 

Cast off 5 [B — 6] [C — 7] sts. at beg. of next 2 rows. 

Dec. once at each end of needle in next and every alt. 
row until 10 sts. remain. Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in same manner. 
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THE NECKBAND — Using a fine back-stitch 
seam, sew sleeves to front and back noting 
that tops of sleeves form part of neckline. 
With right side of work facing and using set 
of four No. 12 Needles, knit up 77 [B— 81] 
[C — 85] sts. across top of left sleeve and 
along left side of neck (knitting up last st. 
from centre front), 76 [B— 80] [C— 84] sts. 
along right side of neck and across top of 
right sleeve and 35 [B — 37] [C — 39] sts. across 
back of neck. (188 [B — 198] [C — 208] sts.) 

1st round.—* K.l, P.1, rep. from * to end of 
round.

TO IV^KE UP — With a slightly damp cloth and 
warm iron, press lightly. Using a flat seam for ribbing 
and a fine back-stitch seam for other seams, sew up 
side and sleeve seams. Fold neckband in half and 
slip-stitch in position on wrong side of work. Finally, 
press all seams.

THE FRONT — ^Work as given for Front of Pullover 
with “V” Neck to **. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric, dec. once at each 



end of needle in next and every alt. row until 
72 [B — 80] [C — 88] sts remain. 

Work 1 row without shaping. 

Shape for neck as follows: — 

Next row.— K.2 tog., K.26 [B— K.30] [C— K.34], 

cast off 16 sts., K.26 [B— K.30] [C— K.34], K.2 tog. 

Continue on these 27 [B — 31] [C — 35] sts., dec. 
once at each end of needle in every alt. row eight 
[B— seven] [C— six] times. (11 [B— 17] [C— 23] sts.) 

Dec. once at armhole edge in every row twice 
[B — six times] [C — ten times], whilst at same time 
dec. once at neck edge in every alt. row once 
[B — three times] [C — five times]. (8 sts.) 

Dec. once at armhole edge in every row until one st. 
remains. Fasten off.

1st row.— Knit. 2nd row.— Purl. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric until work measures 
13 ins. from commencement, finishing with a purl row.
